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PUBLIC HEALTH (IRELAND) BILL. 


Clause 1. 

Amendment proposed, in page 1, to leave out from tlie word “ subject,” in 
line 5, to tlie word . “ Ireland,” in line 6, both inclusive — {Mr. Attorney-General 
for Ireland). 

Question, “That the words proposed to be left out stand part of the Clause” — 
put, and negatived. 

Another Amendment made, in line 6, by inserting after the word “urban” the 
word “ district” — {Mr. Attorney-General for Ireland). 

Another Amendment made, in page 1, line 6, by inserting after the word 
“may” the words “in addition to any existing powers” — [Mr. Attorney-General 
for Ireland). 

Another Amendment proposed, in page 1, to leave out all the words after the word 
“bye-laws,” in line 6, to the end of the Clause, in order to add the words : — 

“ Providing for the inspection of all meat intended to be sold within the mhan 
district for human consumption, and prohibiting the sale of meat within the rarban 
district for human consumption except after inspection in accordance with the 
bye-laws. 

(2) The provisions of sections two hundred and nineteen to two hundred and 
twenty-three of The Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, relative to bye-laws, shall 
apply to every bye-law made under this Act as they apply to bye-laws made under 
that Act.” 

— (Mr. Attorney-General for Ireland)— instead thereof. — Question, “That the^words 
‘ with respect to the conduct and management of any abattoir provided by them,’ stand 
part of the Clause,” — put, and negatived. 

Remaining words omitted.
